St. Louisan Sentenced to 3

$53,000, Supreme Court 
Affirms Verdict.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 5.—Aaron 
B. Donaldson, former preacher, 
promoter and broker, who was sen- 
tenced to serve three years in the peni- 
tentiary for defrauding J. H, Downs of 
Assumption, Ill., out of $53,900, volun- 
tarily gave himself into the custody of 
the prison authorities this morning. 

He arrived on an early morning train 
and was met at the station by the Rev. 
Mr. Beasley, pastor of the Methodist 
Church of this city, 
him to the penitentiary. 

Warden Andrae immediately notified 
the clerk of the Supreme Court to send 
the commitment papers. Donaldson 
was dressed in at 11:30 o’clock, but was 
not assigned to work today. He will 
be given clerical work tomorrow. 

The sentence of Donaldson was af- 
firmed by the Supreme Court last Sat- 
urdd@y, and the marshal immediately 
notified Sheriff Nolte of St. Louis to 
arrest Donaldson. He wrote back say- 
ing that Donaldson, while absent from 
his home, would voluntarily give him- 
self up.

Donaldson Was Said to Have Courted 
Downs’ Daughter. 
Donaldson formerly lived on Bartmer 
avenue in St; Louis. He could not be 
found when the Supreme Court affirmed 
the judgment of the lower court last 
Feturday. Deputy sheriffs watched his 
home for his return, but he kept out of 

their way. 


Donaldson is said to have gained the 
confidence of Downs by making low 


to his daughter, Mrs. Ora B. Ridgeley, 
a divorcee. Mrs. Ridgeley lived with 
her parents, and Donaldson, a married 
man, visited her frequently. He. became 
engaged to marry her, and then induced 
her father to buy $53,000 worth of stock 
in the Williamsville-Iron Mountain Ore 
Co. and the Black River Iron Ore Co. 

After Downs had invested in these 
companies, Donaldson organized the 
Mississippi Valley Iron & Furnace 
Co. and tried to get ns to invest 
in that. Downs is said§jto have taken 
$13,000 worth of stock in the com- 
pany, giving a note for $8000 and 
$10,00 Olin cash. It was charged in 
Donaldson's trial that he misrepre- 
sented the assets of the corporations 
when he induced Downs to invest in 
them.

POISONED BY RAZOR CUT 








Cadet’s Death Causes Naval In- 


quiry Into Barber Shops. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—As a result 
of the death of Cadet Junian B. Bishop 
at the Naval Academy on May 4 from 
blood poisoning, all midshipmen at the 
acadeniy may be ordered to shave them- 
selves. 

A board of inquiry, consisting of Com- 
manders George R. Evans and G. W. 
Laws and Surgeon A. W. Dunbar of the 
navy, is investigating the causes lead- 
ing to the poisoning of Cadet Bishop. 
When Bishop reported to the academy 
hospital, May 1, he said a barber in An- 
napolis while shaving him had cut him. 
The cut was small, but two days later 
blood poisoning set it. The Naval Board 
of Inquiry will investigate the barber 
shops of Annapolis and report to the 
Secretary of the Navy on their sani- 
tary condition.

Douglas Baker, Asking Divorce, 
Says He Beat Up George Ber- 
necker With Gaspipe.

The testimony of Douglas 8S. Baker, a 
gauger in the United States Government 
service, with headquarters at the Fed- 
eral Building, in his suit in 
Judge Fisher’s court Wednesday 
tained statements of startling episodes.

On the second occasion he 
would have killed the man, he declared, 
if he had had a revolver. 


Wife to Controevert Testimony. 

Mrs. Baker, a blonde, wearing a white 
shirtwaist and skirt and a dark blue 
coat and a black straw hat trimmed 
with red roses, sat In the courtroom be- 
side her mother, Mrs. Mamie Boswell, 
4117 . Lexington avenue, during the re- 
cital. 

After the husband had testified Mrs. 
Boswell told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that Mrs. Baker would controvert all 
her husband’s statements when she goes 
on the stand. Mrs. Baker has filed 
cross-bill, charging her husband with 
being friendly with other women. : 

Differ as to Wedding Date. 

There was a conflict as to the date of 
their marriage, Mrs. Baker stating in 
her cross bill that the wedding took 
place Aug. 10, 1900, while Baker testified 
it was Nov.’ 20, 190. Baker said they 
were happy until the birth of their son, 
June 3, 1901. 

He testified that his duties kept him 
out of the city two-thirds of his time. 
The night of Jan. 6, 1996, he came home 
late, he said, and found the house dark. 
Fearing a gas jet might have broken, 
he made an alarm and Mrs. Baker, 
after a wait, let him in. She appeared 
excited, he testified, but explained to 
him her excitement was over his unex- 
rected return.

gom and found George Bernecke, a mar- 


ried man. Bernecke begged the hus- 
band not to kill him, Baker testified. 
In the mean time. Baker had armed 
himself with a piece of gas pipe, he 
said, and he struck Bernecker with it. 
He aimed a second blow, but the de- 


scending pipe caught the gas jet and tore 


it loose, leaving thé room in darkness. 

There was a bitter struggle in the 
dark, the witness said, and he threw 
Bernecker down a flight of stairs, fol- 
lowing him into the yard, choked him 
and threw the gas pipe at him as Ber- 
necker ran. «eturning to the house. 
Baker said his wife. begged him not to 
kill her. 

“Realizing what it meant to my 
ture,’’ the witness said, “I did not kill 
her.”’

Left $5, Wife Got It. 

Bernecker left behind his purse, con- 
taining $5, Baker said, and the husbard 
gave the money to his wife. Mrs. Ba- 
ker departed the next morning. 

The wife and her son came back 
Jan. 10 and Baker said he admitted 
them because they were cold. A rec- 
onciliation followed but in the next 
April Mrs. Baker went away, he 
said. They became reconciled after 


several months and in August went 


to live at 4179A Russell avenue. 

“Returning there one afternoon unex- 
rectedly, Baker testified, he found his 
wife “flushed and excited,” and saw 
Hernecker running away. 

“If I'd had a gun then there would 
have heen no occasien for this trial,”’ 
the witness said. 

Mrs. Baker told him then that Bern- 
ecker had met her down town and 
forced his company upon her over «r 
protest, the husband replied. After that 
his wife separated 
again. He declared she again sought a 
reconciliation. 

“And again I acted like a ‘chump’ and 
took her back,” Baker testified. He 
said that when he returned to their 
home on the night of Feb. 7, 1907, he 
found his wife had moved all their be- 
longings out of the house except his 
clothes, which she had thrown in a pile 
on the floor. It was a cold night, he 
said, and he had to walk the floor unti! 
morning to keep from freezing. That 
was their final separation. 

Baker mentioned another man in his 
testimony. This man, who he called 
Bugene Faber, he declared had visite 
his home in his absence. Once when 
W. A. Wheeling remonstrated with Fa- 
ber for visiting the Raker home when 
Baker was away, the witness declared 
Wheeling and Faber had a fight in the 
street,

The Roosevelt workers are going to 
concede the National Committee to be 
all-powerful and the rightful governing 
body of the convention. The belt will 
come as soon as it is seen that Taft 
will be nominated, but the bolting con- 
vention will not be held until after the 
Taft nomination.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—It is pre- 
dicted by friends of Gov. Woodrow Wil- 
son that New York will support him in 
the Baltimore convention. This pre- 
diction is based on the fact that the 
Democratic organizations of New York 
have softened a little toward Wilson 
within the last two weeks.

Gov. Harmon, on whom the organized 
Democracy of the Empire State agreed 
as a likely candidate early in the cam- 
paign, has not come up to expectations 
and the fight made on him by Bryan 
has injured him. The hole Wilson made 
in the Ohio primary vote added to Har- 
mous embarrassment. After trying out 
Harmon, the New Yorkers turned to 
Oscar W. Underwood of Alabama, ma- 
Jcrity leader of the House, but Under- 
wood had not been able to show any 
strength outside of the Bouth. His vote 
against the pension bill that passed the 
House, first as the Sherwood bill and 
then as the Senate bill, is causing con- 
siderable opposition to Underwood in 
Middlc Western States. Constituents of 
seme of Underwood's personal friends 
in the House from Iowa, Indiana, IIli- 
nofis and Ohio have warned their rep- 
resentatives against the Alabaman. 

The New York Democrats of the Tam- 
mony and State organizations have not 
enthused over Speaker Clark’s candi- 
dacy.

POISON SQUAD MEMBER 
COLLAPSES UNDER Test 


Philadelphia Student in Serious Oon- 
dition for a. Time, but Has ¢ 
Recovered 


COMPANIONS ARE SIOK. 


Every Member of Band Suffers 
Nausea as Result of Caffeine 
Experiments. 


Philadelphia, May 11.—Serious re- 
sults have followed the feeding of caf- 
feine, a drug lurking in chocolate as 
well as cof ee, to the eight student 
members of the ‘‘ poison squad’’ of the 
Hahnemann Medical College here. All 
have been subject to severe headaches 
and serious attacks of nausea, while 
one member of the squad was in such 
a serious condition after taking the 
caffeine-laden water for the first twen- 
ty days that he had to be placed in a 
special ward in the hospital. He re- 
Seived constant attention, has recov- 
ered and at the college is said to have 
rejoined the squad. 

The ‘‘poison squad’’ at the Hahne- 
mann college was formed very quietly. 

t came into existence on March 1 and 

s under the direct supervision of Dr. 

dmund T. Nesbit, director of the 
Hering laboratory of the colle 

Dr, Nesbit called the volunteers 
from among the students, He said he 
wanted men who were willing to do 
something for the benefit of humanity 
at large, even though it might be to 
their own discomfiture. Twenty-five 
students volunteered, Of,these four- 
teen of the most perfect physically 
were chosen, eleven as regular mem- 
bers of the squad and three as alter- 
nates. * * 

For thirty days the members of the 
squad were given doses of caffeine 
while Dr. Nesbit and his assistants 
made personal observations, taking the 
pulses and temperature of the mem- 
bers of the squad and making notes on 
their general physical condition. It 
was not until within the last few days 
that one member of the squad weak- 
ened under the experiment to such an 
extent that it was ne to send 
him to the hospital. Dr. Nesbit re. 
fuses to reveal the name of the student 
who collapsed, but declares that 
through proper treatment immediately 
he soon recovered, * * 

The caffeine was administered in a 
solution and was mixed with the water 
the squad drank. The students did not 
know when they were getting the caf- 
feine. There were no stated times for 
giving it in order to keep the mind of 
the student free from worry in order 
that the physical condition might not

THE NOISIEST OF 
ALL CLUB BOSSES 


Muggsy McGraw Has Quieted to 
Mere Whisper of His 
Former Self.

PHILADELPHIA, June 6.—Roger 


Rresnahan, a graduate of the McGraw 
school of baseball, is now by all odds 
the noisiest manager in the National 


League. Indeed, Roger is one of the few 
scrappy, aggressive managers left in the 


parent body. 

During the recent series with the 
Giants, two facts were forcibly empha- 
sized on the New York public. One was 
that Bresnahan is a fighter, who will 
neither give nor take quarter. The 
other was that Johnny McGraw, .long 
held up to the fans ag the scrappiest 
person in the national game, has become 
a docile, genteel general. 

McGraw is no longer a “‘rowdy’”’ boss. 
He no longer deserves the nickname 
Muggsy. On the contrary, he is a quiet, 
peaceful person, willing to abide by any 
decision that is not beyond all bounds 
of reason. McGraw never rushes an um- 
pire like he did in halcyon’days. No, 
little Napoleon is a quiet, deep-thinking 
commander, and now seldom speaks 
obove a whisper while on the coaching 
lines. 

Issues Orders by Signs. 

He has adopted the sign language, and 
usually uses signs instead of shouting his 
commands, McGraw assumes a squatting 
pose on the coaching line. He observes 
slience most of the time, although he oc- 
casionally will “talk it up” if the ap- 
posing pitcher shows signs of losing can- 
trol. But for the most part, McGraw is 
quiet and reserved. Indeed, a wonderful 
transformation has come over little Na- 
poleon, and it would be hard for the fan 
who knew him five years ago to recag- 
nize Johnny as the Muggsy of old. 

Bresnahan, on the other hand, is get- 
ting nolsier every day. Roger has his say 
when he feels as though there's a say 
coming to him. Frequently he talks when 
he has no right to talk. But at al) times 
he’s hustling hard. In the recent series 
with the Giants, Bresnahan fussed and 
fumed throughout every game. He was 
cheered at times and hissed and hooted 
at other stages of the series. But Roger 
gave not a damson plum what the mob 
said, he went ahead and ran things as 
he saw fit. 

In the third game he had a run-in with 
Umpire Johnstone. The argument grew 
pretty warm, and Bresnahan made a few 
uncomplimentary remarks about John- 
stone. Roger shouted so loud that he 
could be heard down at Battery Park. 
The fans enjoyed it, and strange to say, 
Johnstone suffered the Duke to remain in 
the game. 

Other Managers Have Tamed, 

But there are only a few managers of 
Bresnahan’s type left in the National League, 
Since Fred Clarke and Frank Chance have 
withdrawn from active service, the Cubs 
and Pirates are not nearly so boisterous as 
they once were. Indeed, Chance seldom is 
geen on the coaching line, while Clarke 
stays away from the field as much as pos- 
sible. Over in Boston Johnny Kling is the 
essence of refinement on the field. He is 
never noisy. Hank O’Day is a law-abiding 
citizen of Cincinnati. Henri is a bench man- 
ager and he behaves as a quiet bench boss 
should. 

Bad Bill Dahlen, the Brooklyn comman- 
der, also a graduate of the McGraw school, 
ia the only rival Bresnahan now has. Dahlen 
is a fighter and every bit as aggressive a6 
Jonathan, although Roger will excel Bad 
Bill in a talking contest for nine innings. 
Bresnaban is never quiet, whether he’s in 
the game or on the bench. And it is this 
aggressiveness that makes his club win and 
makes the fans admire the team’s playing.

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‘*ZONE*’ STREET-CAR FARES. 

A comparison unfavorable to St. Louis on the 
cost of street railway fares here and in the Brit- 
ish Isles is made by an English visitor now in 
the city. He cannot see the justice in charging 
as much for a ride of three blocks as for a ride 
of three miles, and recommends the system of 
fares graduated to distance traveled. 

Fares abroad are not so much lower than here 
when average distances traveled and rapidity of 
transit are considered. It is only when charges 
for the smaller distances are contrasted that we 
seem at a disadvantage. But advantages of the 
very greatest civic and economic importance may 
be claimed for the American policy of uniform 
fares throughout a metropolitan district, a wise 
policy for which complete observance could be 
claimed in St. Louis but for the refusal of the 
traction company to grant a transfer on a trans- 
fer in certain instances. It promotes better dis- 
tribution of population in the municipal area 
than the zone system. The influence of the grad- 
uated fares in contributing to the congestion ot 
large British cities is so clearly recognized that 
their abolition has been a by publicists.

REGULATION OR OWNERSHIP. 


The hesitation of the Kinloch Telephone Com- 
pany to permit the Public Utility Commission to 
make an examination of its business and equip- 
ment places the corporation in a peculiar posi- 
tion. 

This is the first of the local public service cor- 
porations to oppose investigation by the official 
commission created for that purpose by the State 
Legislature. The Union Electric Light and 
Power Co., the United Railways and the Bell 
Telephone companies have opened their plants 
and their books, and have co-operated with the 
commission in making examinations and inven- 
tories. 

It is understood that the only excuse for the 
hesitation of the Kinloch as yet offered is to 
prevent the disclosure of business secrets of the 
corporation to competitors. But business secrets 
of corporations in this day of publicity do not 
command respect from the public or from busi- 
ness men, 

Reasons why a corporation would not want an 
examination of its business and equipment may 
be imagined. There might be a stock market 
reason. The holders of the ¢orporation’s stocks 
and bonds might not want the public to know its 
actual condition. 

The officers of the corporation might not want 
the stockholders to know its actual condition and 
methods of doing business. 

Another conceivable reason is the desire to 
avoid disclosures which would show that the 
rates of the corporation are extortionate. 

But all of these reasons are untenable from 
any standpoint of sound policy, corporate or 
public. They have supplied the motive for the 
campaign in favor of the publicity of all cor- 
porate business. Many wise managers of private 
corporations, seeing the wisdom of the policy 
and the inevitable enforcement of it by law 
have voluntarily adopted it. 

In the case of public service corporations there 
is no question of either the wisdom or the jus- 
tice of publicity. The public is entitled to com- 
plete knowledge of the business of public service 
companies. They enjoy special privileges under 
the law and must be subject to investigation and 
regulation. Publicity is necessary to regulation 
which is now accepted as the only alternative to 
public ownership. 

By refusing to submit to investigation the Kin- 
loch Telephone Co. would merely postpone the 
evil day. If it cannot be reached under the pres- 
ent law a more stringent law will be passed. If 
regulation proves a failure through the resist- 
ance of public utility corporations public owner- 
ship will be a certainty.

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HOW FRANCE DOES IT. 

The final report of the recent grand jury con- 
tains complaints of numerous automobile acci- 
dents and hints that our laws are inadequate for 
the proper remedy of the evil. 

In this connection it is interesting to observe 
how Messieurs, the French, ever skilled in the 
chemistry of compounding laws that get results, 
have devised an ingenious method of repressing 
the reckless autoist. The thing is accomplished 
through the aamirable Gallic concept‘on which 
allows a single action at court to make the per- 
son who commits a wrong responsible to the 
State for any infraction of the law and responsi- 
ble for damages to the individual who suffers 
through it. The scheme has -brought about an 
appreciable lessening of auto accidents in France. 
An instance of how it works: The other day a 
speeder, whose car had killed a pedestrian, was 
sentenced by a French court to serve a month in 
prison, ‘to pay 1000 francs annually to each child 
of the victim until the child attains his majority, 
and to give the victim’s widow 15,000 francs in a 
lump sum. 

The French method is commended to the 
thoughtful attention of our own legislators. 
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The Council is 10 to 2 against further bridge 
delay, the proportion being about the same 
among the people whom it represents at the City 
Hall. 
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THE RIOT CALL IN CUBA. 

A pretty lot of neighbors the United States 
have! With the possible exception of Canada 
there is hardly a respectable and well-behaved 
one among them. As if Mexico were not suffi- 
ciently irritating just now, Cuba once more claims 
our attention. 

Apparently, at tw* writing, nobouy knows 
what the Cuban trouble is about, but tne negroes 
are brawling and we have sent marines and 
we hold troops in readiness to go and stop it. 
By the time we quiet Cuba it will be the turn of 
Venezuela or some other swart misdemeanant to 
sound the riot call. 

We virtually police the western |.alf of the 
world at the expense of the tax payers of the 
United States, but for the present, considering 
the character of the people, we should very much 
prefer to ao that at any reasonable price than 
realize Thomas Jefferson’s dream of a _ United 
Republic of the Western Hemisphere, and take 
the brawlers right into the bosom of the family. 
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Notwithstanding the talk of jingoes, it is most 
improbable that any fleet of German naval ves- 
sels will ever get a less cordial reception in this 
country than the one now anchored in Hampton 
Roads. 
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THE PERIPATETIO STRAW HAT. 
Nowadays the proverbial perversity of inani- 
mate things is frequently illustrated, paradoxi- 
cally, by the animation of the peripatetic straw 
hat. 

Its tendency to fly off at the most inopportune 
moments and inconvenient places and lose its 
head, so to speak, are almost humanly perverse. 
Its impulse to leap into the ring, as it were—an 
impulse communicated from the head of the 
wearer who, being an American citizen, is a 
statesman on his own account—is characteristic 
of the times. We have never observed so many 
men chasing straw hats and so many statesmen 
pursuing candidacies ag at this. moment.

It fg one of the smallest bodies 
discovered with a telescope. The inner 
one, Phobos, is considerably larger, hav- 
ing a diameter of about twenty miles. 
It is but 2700 miles from Mars’ surface, 
and completes its revolution in seven 
hours and thirty-eight minutes, which is 
shorter than any other known period, 
Jupiter’s nearest moon being next, with 
eleven hours, and fifty-nine minutes. It 
thus reyolves.in Jess than a third of the 
time Mars takes to retate, and must

consequently rise in the west and set‘in 
the east, as it’ is..continually running 
ahead of the surface of the planet, 
though the sun and-all the other stars 
rise and set on Mars\in the same way 
as on the earth.” : 

When about fifteen thousand miles 
from Mars they sighted Deimos directly 
ahead, and saw that they should pass 
on its left—i. e., behind—for it was mov- 
ing across them. The sun poured direct- 
ly upon it, making it appear full and 
showing all its features. There were 
small unevennesses on the surface, ap- 
parently seventy or a hundred feet high, 
which were the nearest approach to 
mountains, and they ran in ridges or 
chains. There were also unmistakable 
Signs of volcanic action, the craters 
being large compared with the size of 
the planet, but shallow. They saw no, 
signs of water, and the blackness of the 
shadows convinced them there was no 
air. They secured two. instantaneous 
photographs of the little satellite as the 
Callisto swept by, and resumed their 
inspection of Mars. They noticed red 
and brownish patches on the peaks that 
had that morning turned white. - from 
which they concluded that the snow had 
begun to melt under the warm: spring 
sun. This strengthened the belief they 
had already formed that on account of 
its twenty-seven and one-half degrees in- 
clination the changes in temperature on 
Mars must be great and sudden. So in- 
terested were they with this that they 
did not at first see a large and bright 
body moving rapidly on a course that 
converged with theirs. 

‘‘We must be ready to repel boarders,”’ 
said Bearwarden, observing.it for the 
first time and fixing his glass upon it. 
“That must be Phobos.” 

Not ten miles off they beheld Mars’ 
inner moon, and though their own speed 
caused them to overtake and rush by it 
like a whinwind, the -satellite’s rapid 
motion in its orbit, In a course tem- 
porarily' almost parallel with . theirs, 
served to give them a chance the better 
to examine it. Here the mountain 
ranges were considerably more conspic- 
uous than on Deilmos, and there were 
boulders and loose stones upon their 
slopes, which looked as if there might 
at some time have been frost and water 
on its surface; but it was all dry now, 
neither was there any air. The evi- 
dences of volcanic action were also 
plainly visible, while a noticeable flat- 
tening at the poles showed that. the 
little body had once rotated rapidly on 
its axis, though whether it did so still 
they had not time-to ascertain. When

Applying 
the full apergetic force to Mars and the 
larger moon, they shet away like an ar- 
row, having had their speed increased 
by the planet’s attraction while ap- 
proaching; it, and subsequently by repul- 
sion. 

“Bither of those,’’ said Bearwarden, 
looking back .to the little satellites, 
‘‘would be a nice yacht for a man to 
explore space on. He would also, of 
course, need a sun to warm him, if he 
wishel to go beyond this system, but 
that would not have to be a large af- 
fair—in fect, it might be smaller than 
the planet, end could revolve about it 
like a moon.” 

“Though a sun of that size,’’ replied 
Cortlandt, “‘might retain its heat for the 
time you vrished to use it, the planet 
part would be nothing like as comfort- 
able as what we huve here, for it would 
be very difficuit to get enough air pres- 
sure to brenthe on so small a body, 
since, with its slight gravitation pull, to 
secure fifteen pounds to the square inch, 
or anything like it, the atmosphere 
would have to extend thousands of miles 
Into space, so that on a cloudy day you 
It would be bet- 
to have such a sun as 
vou describe and accompany it in a 
yacht or private car like this, well 
stocked with oxygen and provisions. 
When passing through meteoric swarms 
or masses of solid matter, collision with 
which is the most serious risk we run, 
the car could follow behind its sun in- 
stead of revolving around it, and be kept 
from falling into it by partially revers- 
ing the attraction. As the gravitation 
of so small a sun would be slight, coun- 
teracting it for even a on time 
would. take but. little from the bat- 
teries.”’ 

Thus they sat and talked, or studied 
maps .and star charts, or the &tars 
themselves, while the hours quickly 
assed and they shot through space. 

hey had now a straight stretch of over 
three hundred million miles, and had to 
cross the orbits of innumerable asteroids 
on the way. The apparent size of the 
sun had by this time considerably de- 
creased, and the interior of the Callisto 
was no longer uncomfortably warm. 
They divided the day into 2% hours from 
force of habit, and drew the shades 
tightly durin what they considered 
night, while Bearwarden distinguished 
himself as a cook.
